Governor wants $12M 


from Legislature and 
‘penny-a-pill’ fee

Minnesota Gov. Mark Dayton and 
a bipartisan group of lawmakers 
want the Legislature to put more 
money into fighting the state’s opi- 
oid crisis and create a long-term 
revenue source for treatment and 
prevention efforts. 

Dayton announced a proposal for 
$12 million in new spending for the 
coming fiscal year to fight addiction. 
Opioid overdoses killed 395 Minne- 
sotans in 2016. That’s an 18 percent 
increase over the year before and a 
more than 600 percent increase over 
the number of deaths in 2000.

A liberal campaign organiza- 
tion dedicated to the late Minne- 
sota Sen. Paul Wellstone is push- 
ing out the senator’s two sons for 
what leaders said were differenc- 
es in organizational vision. But

Wellstone Action told the Asso-
